Judge Polk found that the city 
had "taken numerous officia 
actions 
from Aug. 17, 1950 
(date of the Supreme 
Couri 
mandate) to June 1, 1953. re- 
lating to its duties concerning 
the proposed construction of a 
city 
auditorium" a n d 
h a c 
thereby shown cause why an or- 
der for further relief should not 
be issued. 


THIS PUTS the auditorium 
problem back in the laps of the 
City Council, which is expected 
to call a special election as soon 
as the court action is cleared. 
Attorneys for the six petition- 
ers, however, said they would 
appeal Folk's decision to the 
Supreme Court, an action which 
probably hold up the contem- 
plated election several months 
more.

In his order denying relief 
Judge Polk noted that petitions 
had been filed with the City 
Council requesting that an elec- 
tion 
be 
held 
to determine 
whether or not the provisions of 
the city charter pertaining to the 
construction of an auditorium 
should be repealed.

EVIDENCE OFFERED at the 
hearing had shown that the city 
attorney 
h a d 
informed the 
council they had two courses of 
action open upon receipt of the 
petitions, Polk said. 
These were: 
To submit the charter change, 
In which case the action might 
be challenged by another suit to 
enjoin its action, or 
To refuse to recognize the pe- 
titions and refuse to submit the 
proposed amendment,* in which 
case the question might be tried 
out under the declaratory judg- 
ment act. 
The council has already indi- 
cated that if Judge Polk found in 
favor of the city, the people 
would be given a chance to vote 
or» the proposal to repeal exist- 
ing charter amendments on the 
auditorium so a fresh start could 
be made. 
• * * 


THE ELECTION, if held-how- 
ever, would not settle the site. 
That question would be up to 
the electors at some future date 
to say when and where to build 
•a structure. 
Charles Sutherland, sponsor of 
the movement petitioning 
the 
council for an election, said on 
hearing the judge's decision, that 
"Our plan is to ask the council 
to proceed with the calling .of a 
tpecial election without unneces- 
lary delay." 
He added that he 
had understood the decree, if for 
the city, was not appealable. 
The case before Judge Polk 
was .a continuing of the same 
one appealed to the Supreme 
Court in 1950. Its plaintiffs are 
Myron D. Noble, Charles H. Ar- 
nold, Arthur A. Dobson, Charles 
S. Elce, James A. Reed and John 
K. Selleck. Other "friends of the 
court" have since entered the 
case on both sides. 


MAYOR CLARK JEARY is

C. W. D. Kinsey had this to say: 
"Once the present court action 


Is finally settled, if against those 
asking construction at 15th and 
N, I see no alternative but for 
the council to call an election." 
Councilman Hugh Thorne said: 
"I have long thought that be- 
cause of the long elapsed time 
since the Auditorium issue was 
first raised, that the1 people 
should be given opportunity to 
express themselves. I feel that 
they should have the chance."

Russia Tosses Back U.S. Protest on Plane 


LONDON OF)—Moscow Radio 
Mid 
th« Soviet 
Union has 
cpurncd a United States protest 
against th« shooting down of an 
American bomber off Siberia 
July 29. The broadcast quoted a 
Russian note a* faying the Mos- 
cow government had no knowl- 
edge of the 18 men missing 
aboard the U.S. plane.

The fact that the Treasury 
has a better case for adjustment, now that 
most of the appropriation bills have been 
passed, doesn't mean that a change isn't de- 
lirable. Congress must still meet its re- 
sponsibility of protecting the nation's credit 
and avoiding the sort of crisis that might 
grow out of refusal to extend the debt 
limit. 


Tha House had recognized this responsi- 


bility; the Senate Finance Committee de- 
cided to gamble. Itf argument was that 
the 
Treasury 
could 
probably 
squeeze 


through the next five months without push- 
ing through the existing $275 billion ceil- 
ing. Events may prove this to be the fact. 
Even so, why impose this risk on the gov- 


ernment for the sake of maintaining an 
arbitrary ceiling? Anybody knows the gov- 
ernment can't and won't suddenly cease to 
spend money because the law limits the 
total of debt It may incur. 


The argument of the economizers that 


the President could call an extra session in 
the autumn if it appeared necessary to 
boost the ceiling, has for some a slight po- 
litical aroma. 
"Maybe it is an excusable 


response to what they believe to be the ad- 
ministration's effort to slip the debt bill 
through with little notice in the closing 
hours of the session," suggests the Wash- 
ington Pent; "but it cuts rather recklessly 
across the national interest." 


When and if a special session is called, the 


President will not be required to limit its 
scope to the lifting of the debt limitation. 
Last week Mr. Eisenhower asked Congress, 
at its next session, to extend social security 
benefits to several groups adding up to 
some 
10,500,000 persons. 
White House 


recommendations for changes in the Taft- 
Hartley act are anticipated soon. A couple 
of months of work on basic legislation 
would relieve pressure in the 1954 session, 
which must close early because of the con- 
gr**sional campaigns. .

Dust Bowls and Glaciers 


A physicist in Buffalo, N. Y., is getting 


.a lot of attention through his prophecy that 
'the glaciers in the front range of the Rocky 
Mountains might vanish within the next 
century. The cause is of course the slow 
Invincible rise of temperatures all over the 
world, which has attacked polar ice as well, 
and by melting it has raised the level of 


' sea water in late years. 
Naturally the 


smaller ice fields—and they aren't So very 
small, either, in the Alps for instance— 
have shrunk back toward the high peaks. 
. If the process continued indefinitely, it 
Jwould cause the rising oceans to engulf 
Shorelines everywhere, a fact full of dire 
^possibilities for human institutions. What 
'an extra 10 inches of water could do to 
New York City alone is fearful to con- 
template. The basic phenomenon was ex- 
plained by Rachel Carson In her fascinat- 
ing book about the sea. She went farther 
4han did the man whose prediction has 
•been repeated across the country, at least 
(farther than he stated publicly. The evi- 
dence she gathered from history indicated 
that world temperatures rose and fell, 
slowly, over centuries and eons, and she 
advanced many items of geography to show 
what happened in either contingency. This 
isn't so cheering as it might seern at first 
•glance, since the ebb and flow are infini- 
ftesimally slow, and occupy unimaginable 
atretches of time. Nature is no more con- 
"cerned with man than with any other crea- 
ture, and if a terrestrial hot spell continu- 
ing for several thousand years 
should 


eventually flood the earth and leave man 


nowhere to go, atM would care little about 
It. 


Until that happens, however, man will 


do what he can to combat the gigantic 
whims of earth. In the face of the increas- 
ing number of dry hot summers, with the 
strong winds that make dust bowls, he has 
attempted an enterprise like nothing since 
Prometheus brought down fire from Olym- 
pus. He has tried his hand at making rain, 
and has so far succeeded that rain making 
is now seen as a looming industry of great 
economic importance. (They laughed at 
Darius Green and his flying machine, too, 
until the Wright brothers came along). And 
it looks as t h o u g h the dismal w o r d 
"drought" won't disappear with the gla- 
ciers.

Nebraska Has Its Share of State Posts

BHOPAL, India.—The tigers 
of India live a good life. 
The non-violent Gandhlte na- 
tives leave them alone unless 
they kill too many sacred cows 
or eat up too many children. 
So the tigers have it pretty 
much their own way until an 
occasional mighty hunter like 
this reporter makes the tortuous 
train journey to this big game 
area. 
This is the monsoon season, so 
you can't sit at a remote water 
hole waiting for the thirsty tiger 
to come by for an after-breakfast 
drink. 


You have to hire native spies 
to "frame" the tiger. That's what 
we did. 
For a couple of days we prac- 
ticed up on deer and pheasant. 
On the third morning about 
dawn 
our 
paper-thin 
guide, 
known as the moghul, reported 
that the tiger awaited our pres- 
ence in a piece of jungle about 
a mile square. 


FOR THREE mornings the 
moghul had tied a young water 
buffalo beside a water hole. And 
for three mornings the tiger had 
come, killed the buffalo and 
dragged it off in the jungle for a 
hearty breakfast. 
We could find the tiger not 
more than a half mile from the 
water hole. He would have fin- 
ished eating and might even be 
wandering back to wash down 
the meal. 
The moghul, his even thinner 
brother, former HAF Pilot A. K. 
McClennon, and I took off in a 


My wife jumped In at the last 
minute, a .45 strapped to her hip, 
and announced she was going 
along to protect us from our- 
selves. 
Mac drove the jeep up through 


high crass and we saw the blood 
stains where the tleer had killed 
the buffalo and dragged them 
away. 


Mac insisted that I was to 
have first shot.

Humphrey Has Bad News for Congress

WASHINGTON — T r e a s u r y Secretary 
George Humphrey sent Congress home mut- 
tering to itself about one other matter be- 
sides his stern demand that the national debt 
limit be raised to $290,000,000,000. 
His unpublicized piece of 


bad news had to do with the 
prospects of that widely an- 
ticipated cut in income taxes 
next year. 


The Ohioan hinted strongly 
he doubts that will be possible. 
The adverse condition of the 
government's finances may not 
permit it. In the plain-talking 
Treasury chiefs 
opinion, 
it 
may be necessary to either 
continue the emergency 10 per 
crease in income taxes that is due to expire 
next Jan. 1 or to replace it with some other 
revenue measure—possibly a national sales 
tax. 


A key reason for Humphrey's doleful out- 
look is the following: 


Despite the administration's hefty budget- 


cutting- in this Congress, actual government 
spending in the current fiscal rear will be 
only $500,000,000 less than the previous 
one. That is due to huge contract* and au- 
thorizations that go back several years and 
which will have to be paid for In the com- 
ing months. 
Federal spending In the last half of 1952 


was $36,500,000,000 and for the first half of 
this year $38,000,000,000—for 
an 
over-all 
total of $74,500,000,000. Against that record, 
Humphrey estimates government expendi- 
tures for the last half of this year at $37,- 
500,000,000 and down to $36,500.000,000 
during the first half of 1954—for a com- 
bined total of $74,000,000,000.

THE LOWDOWN — These unannounced 


facts and figures were unfurled at a private 
meeting of the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, where all revenue legislation must 
originate. 
Humphrey conferred with this potent 


group to explain the reason for his last- 
minute request that the national debt limit 
be boosted. Throughout, the discussion was 
friendly but to the point, particularly on 
the part of the Democrats. 
"If your estimates concerning government 


spending and income in the next 12 months 
are correct, and I don't doubt they are," de- 
clared 
Rep. .Herman Eberharter 
(D-Pa), 
"then it is pretty clear the administration 
faces another big deficit next July, unless 
something is done about those tax reduc- 
tions that go into effect next year." 
"That is correct," replied Humphrey. "It's 
a situation that is causing us deepest con- 
cern. We are taking it very much into con- 
sideration in preparing our tax recommen- 
dations for Congress next January." 
"It seems to me you have only two 
choices on Income taxes," continued Eber- 
harter. "You either have to cancel that 10 
per cent cut that is due to go into effect 
on Jan. 1. or ask Congress for a new tax 
of some kind." 


"We are considering both possibilities," 


admitted Humphrey. 'We expect to have a 
decision by January." 


"I've heard reports you are considering 
a national sales tax," said Rep. Hale Bog**s 
(D-La). "Is that right?" 
"It is one of a number of things that are 
under consideration," asserted Humphrey. 
"Why did the Administration -wait until 


the last hour before Congress adjourned to 
come up with this proposition to increase 
the debt level?" demanded Eberharter. 
"Because we weren't able to make a final 
decision earlier," replied Humphrey. "We 
didn't have the full details on this year's 
spending until last night. Until Congress 
completed action 
on the 
major 
budget 


measures, we didn't know what the final 
score would be. We hoped it would be pos- 
sible not to have to ask for this increase, 
but you will find that the record shows the 
President warned Congress more than a 
month ago that he might have to ask for 
this raise."

5.—There will be word that the Polish 
and Czech members of the "neutral com- 
mission" in Korea have opened combat with 
the Swiss and Swedish members.

6.—Things will look bad, but the Indian 
delegate will urge patience and suggest 
the naming of a neutral board to investigate 
the neutral board. 


7—Britain will express extreme annoy- 
ance at the way the proceedings are hold- 
in? up British trade with the enemy. 


8.—Somebody will notice that the 90-day 
period has just about elapsed during the 
debates so far. The Commies will deny 
anything was ever said about 90 days. Rus- 
sia will again demand that Red China be 
seated or the whole peace negotiations be 
called on account of darkness.

10 to $35 a ton on June 10. The 
surplus has been used up, ob- 
servers said, but the market 
continues low.

BOSTON (IB—Men, women and 
children doomed by polio to live 
in cans like vegetable* are being 
freed from their "iron lungs" by 
advances in medical science. 
" Tbt tissues of their lungs and 
ehest walls are being "stretched" 
to permit them to live and 
breath without the "lung." 


New systems of breathing are 
being tailored to wean them 
from the iron lungs. 
\ New techniques and machines 
aimed at restoring hundreds to 
activities were displayed at the 
Harvard University School of 
Public Health and the Children's 
Medical Center. It operates one 
of 10 "respirator centers" fin- 
anced by the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis.

DR. KENNETH tANDACER, 
assistant medical director of the 
foundation, said 1,600 to 1,800

pendent on "iron lungs." This

ONE OF THEIR new devices 
is an automatic "sigher" or 
"cougher." Attached to an "iron 
lung" and regulated by a clock it 
periodically increases the pres- 
sure inside the lung forcing the 
victim into a breathing crisis re- 
sembling a sigh or a ODUgh. This 
has the effect of "stretching" and 
Increasing lung capacity. 
"Tailored" breathing patterns 
have the same effect. A new 
Iron lung breathing pattern is 
made from a piece of cardboard 
as a pattern is made for a dress.

It is put onto a spindle in a 
big black box. Automatically the 
Iron lung is controlled to breathe 
according to the pattern. The 
polio victim—with the iron lung 
doi$g--the breathing for him— 
reflects the changed breathing 
pattern.

Thirty-eight mothers -and 15' 
children were removed f r o m 
their homes and brought here 
after all of the men were ceiled 
in * raid. They are being housed 
in a rest home. 
"Arizona is vitally concerned 
with the welfare of both the 
mothers and their children," said 
Judge Lockwood, who conducted 
hearings at Short Creek for * 
week after the July 26 raid. 
"Families won't be torn apart. 
Hasty decisions will never be 
made. It would be extremely 
pathetic and tragic if a single 
false move on the part of the 


courts would put fear Into an 
Innocent mind."
